>Any other communication, 
though, is reason for concern.

. Those mistakes fill much of 
the IRS’ mailbag. 

For example: ‘People gee 
over-anxious and send (their 
return) without the W-2 
attached,”’ Jarvis says. 

If you do that, ‘wait until you 
here from us,” says Ruth Roth- 
bacher, public information offi- 
cer. ‘‘And don’t file another 
return” with the W-2 attached. 
Two returns from the same tax- 

yer ‘‘cause’ horrendous prob- 
lems’’ that won't be resolved 
until well after the tax season, 
she adds.

1040X to correct the item. 

The next level of IRS *nquiry 
is the dreaded audit. 

“We send out millions’’ of 
CP2000 letters, Rothbacher says. 
CP2000, short for ‘‘computer 
paragraph 2,000,” is a mail audit, 
that requests documentation @nd 
“proposes a higher tax bite.

“The burden is on the taxpay- 
er” to prove the IRS reasoning 
is wrong, Rothbacher says. 

“If you don’t respond, you'll 
be assessed the tax,” Jarvis 
says. 

That IRS letter in your mail- 
box could request your presence 
for an office audit. 

Here’s how those taxpayers 
are selected: The IRS computer 
“scores’’ each return based on

To avoid an audit taxpayers 
should file a complete and accu- 
rate return and, if they have any 
questions, call the Internal Reve- 
nue Service or consult an IRS

“If you’re uncertain, get the 
publication,” she says. 

And. if you hire a tax accoun- 
fant, “tell “Him” everything about 
your financial dealings, she 
says, adding, ‘‘One fact can 
determine whether an expense 
can go on your return.” 

Even with these precautions; if 
a return is among the 1 percent 
that are audited every year, 
Dave Binford, senior tax partner 
in the St. Louis office of Arthur 
Young & Co., offers three tips. 

First off, he says, ‘It’s impor- 
tant to go back through your 
return and see how you assem- 
bled, those numbers. I want to 
show the examining agent how I 
arrived at those numbers.” 

Next, during the audit hearing 
the taxpayer should ‘‘answer 
(the IRS) questions but don’t 
start going off the deep end,”’ 
Binford says. Focus a response 
to the specific question, which 
also helps the agent close the

are reviewed bya specialist. If a 
number of items look question- 
able, you’ll get a letter schedul- 
ing an appointment with a tax 
auditor. 

But there is good news even if 
you're called in for an audit. The 
audit is limited to the topics 
checked on the back of the let- 
ter. If the IRS questions moving 
expenses, for example, the audit 
notice includes a leaflet detailing 
the documentation that will help 
you satisfy the tax man. 

Your tax preparer can repre- 
sent you at an office audit. 

The IRS wants you to arrive 
prepared. ‘‘The quicker the 
audit, the happier we are,” Jar- 
vis says. “‘It’s an assembly line’ 
with. auditors seeing up to 10 tax- 
payers a day, Rothbacher says. 
The interview begins with rou- 
tine questions about your finan- 
cial history. ‘These questions 
could potentially lead to some 
other area,’’ Jarvis says. 

Fail to keep your Aprantment 
and you'll get a bill from the 
IRS. In the IRS’ Spri ‘ield dis- 
trict (Southern. Llinois) 8,708 
audits netted $29.8 million. 

Of last year’s audits, 971 in 
Missouri and 333 in Southern Ili- 
nois were TCMP interviews, part 
of the Taxpayer Compliance 
Measurement Program. That’s 
the audit you hear about, the one 
where you have to haul out 
every receipt to justify every 
deduction. 

“‘We audit the whole person,” 
a process that could require two 
visits with a revenue agent, Jar- 
vis says. 

Actually, TCMP helps the IRS 
set the scoring system that 
determines which returns are 
audited. ‘‘We’re trying to get a 
statistical average of Joe 
Six-pack,"’ Rothbacher says. 

So think of a complete’ audit 
as your patriotic duty.

A failure-to-file penalty can be 
assessed if the return is not sent 
on time. 
~ When filing a return, use the 
label sent with the Form 1040 
booklet. That will speed process- 
ing of the claim because an IRS 
staffer will not have to type the 
filer’s name, address and Social 
Security number into the com- 
puter, she says. 

“It’s a myth that your label 
has any code that would lead to 
an examination of your return,”’ 
Rothbacher says.

top state investigator, retires 


Donald Hastings Sr., Edwards- 
ville, widely known in the Quad 
City! area, has retired after 25 
years of service as a game war- 
den for the Illinois. Department 
of Conservation. 

He started his career as a con- 
servation inspector for Madison 
County on Jan. 1, 1963, and 
remained in that position_until 
1971, when he received an- 
assignment to the Springfield 
headquarters as fiscal officer for 
the law enforcement division. 

Hastings was placed in tempo- 
rary charge of the division in 
1972 and between then and 1980 
received promotions to lieuten- 
ant and the captain. 

He also served as commander 
of Region IV with headquarters 
in Alton, réSponsible for over 30 
counties in west central Illinois. 
He -was responsible for several 
new programs,’ such as the use 
of aeria patrols to apprehend 
night poachers, a forensic officer 
program, and the formation of a 
covert investigation unit. 

‘Thetatter took place while he 
was the acting chief of law 
enforcement in 1980. 

Hastings started the widely 
acclaimed ‘“‘Quackscam”’ investi- 
gation into commercial poaching 
along the Illinois River, associ- 
ates recall. In late 1980, he was 
appointed as chief investigator 
for the division, with statewide 
responsibility, and served in that 
capacity until his retirement: 

While numerous investigations 
and “‘sting’’ operations were con- 
ducted under his leadership, the 
best known besides Quackscam 
were Operation Gillnet and 
Operation Willco. 

In the former, the covert unit 
cooperated with four other states 
and the federal fish and wildlife 
staff in a crackdown on illegal

commercial fish operations, and 
the unit operated a commercial 
warehouse in Elgin. Also in this 
investigation, a “sting’’ business 
office was maintained in the Cot- 
tonwood area of Edwardsville 
and Glen Carbon. 

In 1986, Hastings was honored 
by the Internationat Association 
of Fish and Wildlife Agencies 
with their ‘‘Outstanding Achieve- 
ment in Conservation Law 
Enforcement’’. award. It was 
only the fourth time in its 60- 
year history that the association 
had granted the award. 

He is the executive secretary 
of the Midwest Association of 
Game and Fish Officers and is 
the editor of International Game 
Warden magazine, which he and 
his family started in 1984 and 
continue to publish from 
Edwardsville. 

The magazine has a circula- 
tion in every state, in all the 
provin¢es of Canada’ and in sev- 
eral other countries.
